A contract for the con- 
struction of a state truck line 
highway running from US-27 
east through the Hartwick 
Pines State Park has beer 
granted by the State High- 
way Department.

Helping Your Lungs 
Cope With Winter 


“Come inside before you 
catch cold” is a common. but 
inaccurate winter warning, 
according to the American 
Lung Association. 

Although it’s true that 
more colds do occur during 
winter, the cold weather 
probably has no role in caus- 
ing them. says Dr. Donald A. 
Young of the nationwide 
Chrictmas Saal 
Coming inside may. 

He suggests winter brings 
people into closer proximity. 
They spend more time in 
homes and offices. They 
choose public transportation 
rather than walk in cold 
weather. And, recreation is 
more likely to be indoors. 

Dr. Young describes the 
common cold as a brief in- 
fection in the upper respira- 
tory tract which is caused by 
a virus transmitted from per- 
son to person through the air. 

Can colds he avoided? Yes, 
says the lung association. 
Eating well. getting enough 
sleep, regular exercise, stay- 
ing in top physical condition 
will reduce the risk of colds. 

Dr. Young sugsests same 
other precautions to help 
protect health during winter 
sports and recreation. 

When the outside air is icy, 
be especially careful to 
breathe through the nose. 
Nature has devised a system 
to warm the air before it can 
reach and damage tender 
lung tissue. The system be- 
gins with the nasal passages, 
continues through the  tra- 
chea and reaches into the 
bronchial tubes. 

Snow shovelers as well as 
winter sports enthusiasts 
should be careful not to gulp 
cold air through the mouth, 
as chest irritation can result. 

Breathing chilly air also 
can lead to attacks in those

Many taxpayers complained 
that the tax forms and tables 
were especially complicated 
last year. This year, the forms 
have been improved and new 
simplified tax tatles can be 


. used by most taxpayers. Here 


are some questions, with ans- 
wers, about some of the chang- 
es and improvements: 

Q. | understand there are 
going to be simpler tax tables 
this year. Will they reaily be 
easier than last year? 

A. Definitely so last year, 
you were required to make 
several mathematical computa- 
tions before even coming to the 
tables. This year, most tax- 
payers won't have to make any 
computations before finding 
their tax in the tables. 

Q. What about my exemp- 
tions and my zero bracket 
amount? 

A. Exemptions. the new zero 
bracket amount, and the general 
ies Ureuil, afe Guilt ght ints the 
tables. You simply look up your 
adjusted gross income on the 
proper table and find your tax. 
The zero bracket amount has 
replaced the old standard de- 
duction. 

Q. You sald most, but not all, 
taxpayers won't have to make 
any computations. What tax- 
payers will have to make com- 
putations? 

A. Taxpaye‘s who itemize 
their deductions will have to 
make one computation before 
going to the tax tables. They 
will have to subtract the excess 
of their itemized deductions 
over ihe flat zero bracket 
amount from their adjusted 
gross income. The flat standard 
deduction is $2.200 tor singles 
and $3,200 for married persons 
filing jointly. 
have toa make computations? 

A. Yes. Other categories of 
taxpayers who will have to make 
painnbatiane 
whose income exceeds the tax 
table amounts, those who have 
more exemptions than the num- 
ber built into the tax tables, and 
those who compute their tax 
using the income averaging 
method. 

Q. You said that the zero 
bracket amount is a flat amount. 
Am I fosing or gaining? 

A. Probably gaining because 
most taxpayers who do not 
itemize will notice a drop in 
their tax liability over the old 
percentage standard deductions 
and remember. the new rates

are fixed ($2,200 for singles, 
$3,200 for married persons 
filing jointly) and are no longer 
a percentage of income. 

G. riow sbout the general tax 
credit? How will that work this 
year? 

A. The general tax credit has 
also been built right into the tax 
tables, so you won't need to 
make a separate computation 
for it this year. It is equal to the 
greater of (1) $35 per exemp- 
tion, or (2) 2% of the tirst 
$9,000 of taxable income 

Q. What about forms? Will 
they also be simpler this year? 

A. Forms will definitely be 
simpler this year. Because of 
the reduction in computations 
needed, same lines wiil be eli- 
minated. Form 1040A wili re- 
quire a minimum of entries by 
taxpayers. Taxpayers using this 
form will enter their adjusted 
gross income on the form and 
then look up their tax on the 
new tax tables. The 1040A ts 
also restyled as a one-page. 
single-side form with farger 
type and more space for the 
taxpayer to use. Be sure to 
check the tax instructions for 
details on the IRS computing 
your tax.

OPEN SEASONS AND CATCH LIMITS ON PIKE, 
WALLEYE. SAUGER AND MUSKELLUNGE 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting 
on August 12. 1977. under the authority of Act 230. P.A. 
1925. as amended. ordered that its subject order of 
August 15. 1975. remain effective through December 31, 
1977, and that the following order became effective on 
January 1. 1978: 


It shall be unlawful to take the following named 
species except within the open seasons and daily limits 
prescribed {statewide regulations apply unless other- 
wise restricted]: 


Statewide open seasons on all waters not otherwise 
cloded to fishing shal! be from May 15 through February 
on walleye. sauger, northern pike. and muskellunge |in- 
cluding tiger muskellunge]. The daily catch limit shall be 
5 singly or in combination for largemouth and small- 
mouth bass. walleye. sauger. and northern pike: 1 for 
muske(lunge [including tiger muskerunge). 


The above regulations apply except that walleye and 
sauger nay be taken at any time from the Detroit and St. 
Clais rivers. Lake St. Clair. and Lake Erie: and that mus- 
kellunge in Lake St. Clair. St. Clair and Detroit rivers 


may be taken only from the first Saturday in June 
through December 15 of each year.
